orCl(SEQIDNO:2)-- 

Claims 11-13 were canceled. 

4. It is noted that Applicant's response filed September 16, 2005 placed the 
application in condition for allowance based on the record at that time. The 
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Examiners Amendment is made in lieu of reopening prosecution in order to 
remedy informalities which were brought to Applicant's attention for the first time 
in the telephone Interview of February 23, 2005. Accordingly, no further 
extension of time is required to make the Examiner's Amendment which places the 
Application fully in condition for allowance.
